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Electric Railway Signalling.

In a pj evious article we have considered 
the gent-rr.l idea of block signals and tlieir 
use where they were controlled by track 
circuits operated by llie passing 
trains and when the . signals 
were moved by operators by 
levers in the towers connected 
to the semaphore arms by wires 
riiutjirg on pulleys somewhat 
afitr Ihc fashion of en old style 
u/CohHrieal bell pull. Rut im- 
piovej;iC'i)t is the order of the 
Bge, end electricity, which in 
the eurliei systeini! simply con- 
trolled the nioveiuents of the 
(.ignal blade by locking and un- 
lockinjj the levers, w.is next 
used to operate a valve which 
changed the positiov; of the sig- 
nnl arui by means of compressed 
ail, and is now called upon 
not only to energize the con- 
trolling niagiie's but to furnish 
power, by uicans of an electric 
xii'.iior, to move the semaphore 
blades froui one position to an- 
other. 

In the piesent article we will 
consider the intermediate step 
iri tliu. piu; cis. v'.ia'. i;>, Liicuulo- 
niiilio ck-ciric - pneuina'lic . sys- 
tems, where compressed air fur- 
urntshes il;c power and electri- 
ciity (.-ontrol.s sL, "leaving the con- 
sidcialii'ii o: the Kli aii.'lU aulo- 
mit'-jo elcciric sysicm for the 
lis! c>;jipler of this series. 

V.'e will suppose that we hB.vc three. 
b)'.;cks with raiis in.sulal.ed from each oliitr 
hy hijving nclhing between them of better 



conductivity than the ties (and I would 
bay in passing that enough good wet ties 
are a pretty good conductor) and with the 
track circuits of the different blocks in- 
sulated from each other as shown in sketch 
Fig. II, at A, B, C and D. The best prac- 
tice is to insulate both rails as shown in

sketuli, but the track men don't like fire or 
v.'oivi to hold heavy steel rails in place 
with, and in consequence on many roads 
they insulate only one raii and leave the 
other OS comiTion or "ground " wire. 



. It is very easy to say insulate the rails . 
as per isket'ch, but it isn't always so easy 
in practice. For instance, the writer was 
recently called upon to make an estimate 
on a -single track through a tunnel about 
4000 feet long. Water soaking through 
the earth above keeps dripping down onto 
the -ties and rails. 1 don't bs- 
-TTsg 'ieve that the vader^Titcrs 

would ever pass the insnlaiiou 
that we will get in a place like 
that. Another so'.'.rce of cor- 
tinual annoyance, to the figiisi 
electrician, alWstMViUl l.e tet-. 
the trackmen thoror.ghiy '■•.'.•i,,e 
to the business," ;s swiieh 
points and tie plulct. Th»i 
switches are bolted across from 
one rail to the other and one 
rail crosses diagonally to the 
frog. The usual practice is to 
7>nt insu!atiTi^ joints on each . 
side of the swiich on Die rail 
with the frog in it and t rieu 
connect around this with cov- 
ered wire. The lie pLuc is a 
small piece of pves.sed stfcej,and 
made to goon the tie under '.he 
rail, so that the mil will not cut 
into the tie by the pressuie of 
heavy trains bumping along 
o\'er them. It's all right there 
and a great scheme but after 
you have your two rails «'£M 
insulated, the track foreman 
gets an idea that those two ends 
are cutting i nto the tie too much , 
and to brace up the insnlali jg 
joint he will just slij,- a lie plate 
•*nder the joint so that the two 
rai's can r*^st on it nicely. 

If the combination is such that the rails 
only touch the tie plate as a tr.iin passes, 
there will be some great .trouble bunting 
in the electrical department. 
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The sketch, Fig. 11, shows the connec- 
tions for tbree blocVs as usnally i'nstftUed. 
First, bVoclc track circuit A B, consisting 
ot Battery B i, with its terminals con- 
nected directly to the rails at one end of 
the block, and Relay R i connected to the 
two rails at the opposite end ol the same 
block. Wben the mils are properly in- 
sulated, current flows from Battery B i 
through one rail to Relay R i and back 
through the other rail to the battery. 

Relay R I controls the signal located 
ait B I, trains supposed to be moving in 



direction shown by arrow, fay means d 
mechanism to be described fnrther on. 
As long as the block is clear c' trains, 
Relay R i itavs closed and signal shows 
clear, "go ahead;" bat as scon as a train 
enters upon the insulated rails tbr relay is 
short circnitcd by the wneels and axles 
and comes, open, changing the signal to 
-danger, "stop," where it resnsJrs as long 
as a pair of wheels stays on that block. 
As soon as the train has passed completely 
off the block the relay closes once more 
and "clears " the sijsTnal. 



In order tojincrease the conductivity of 
the track and to provide against the possi- . 
bility of rust-ed joints, the track is bonded 
same as an electric railway, except that 
the bond wires are usually iron wire 
(about No. 8 B. & S.) in place of 'copper. 
They are fastened to the rails by drilling » 
9-32 hole and then riveted to the rail or 
stuck into the drilled hole and fastened by 
a channel pin, which is a tapered steel piu 
about an inch in, length and with a cross- 
section simi1ar;,to> letter C. This drives 
alottgfside the wire and- fastens it quickly' 
and firmly. 
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]f this blocking is on a double-track 
, road, £G that trains are moving only in 
direction cf arrow on this track, a signal 
at B is all that is required; but if it is a 
single track that trains move both ways 
over, there must be a signal at A also to 
hold trains moving from A to B. This 
signal is called an auxiliary and is operated 
' by a second relay at R i, and connected 
with it by one ' or two overhead wires, 
usually two. Then a train moving in 
cither direction while it is on block A B, 
prevents another train from entering the 
block A B by the two signals, one at the 
A end and the other at the B end of the 
block. 

Blocks B C and G D are arranged in a 
precisely similar manner and other blocks 
continue the system as far as may be 
necessary. 

The operation of the electro-pneumatic 
system beyond the track relays is shown 
in diagram in Figs. Ill and IV. 

There are two distinct methods of apply- 
ing the air pressure to operate semaphore 
blades. 

Fig. Ill shows the gravity return sys- 
tem, the air only changing the signal one 
way, and gravity jnoviiig it back. The air 
pressure is furnished by a tap off the main 
supply pipe leading to the valve, where it 
is stopped' by the valve action as long as 
current comes over the line controlled by 
track relay pre«ously described. The 
weight of the signal arm or a counter- 
weight (depending on whether the signal 
ann moves up or down from normal posi- 
tion) holds the piston and its rod down to 
the bottom of their stroke. .\s soon as 
current is shut off the vaive^tion by the 
track relay, the air pressure is admitted to 
the cylinder and the exhaust is closed, 
thus forcing up the piston and by means 
of the piston rod changing position of sig- 
nal. The air pressure continues to hold 
up the piston until such time as the current 
is again turned ontb the valve. When air 
. pressure is shnt off, exhaust is opened and 
the sigaal falls back to its normal . 
"danger" position by its own weight or 
the counter weight, thus forcing back the 
piston to its first position, where it is 
ready to set the signal again to clear when 
it gets another supply of air pressure. 

With the air return system, as diagram- 
med in Fig. IV, the cylinder piston is 
forced both ways by the air pressure and 
the valve action, is very similar to the 
slide valve of an ordinary steam engine. 
The air supply is furnished as before by a 
tip off the main pressure pipes, but instead 
of being turned on and off as in the gravity 
return it is simply switched, in the manner 
of a "3-wire" or "pilot" electric light 
switch, from upper to lower ends of the 
.cylinder, back and forth. The valve at 
. the same time switches the exhaust so that 
it is always closed on the side of the air 
pressure and always open on the opposite 



side of the piston lies<!. This piston head 
therefore moves up or down as the track 
relay controlling the valve is opened or 
closed by passing trains or moving of 
switches, and by uicaiis cf the piston rod 
always carries the signal arm with it. 
There arc some installations where signals 
are controDed from signal towers by the 
operator^,' where the Valves are o^ieratcd . 
by the air pressure instead of by electricity. 
When the operator wishes to move a signal 
to clear he simply turns air into the con- 
trol pipe, and then puts it to danger, when 
necessary, by opening a cock and letting 
the pressure out of the control pipe, which 
operates the valve by a diaphram and let's 
the air out of the cylinder, which throws 
the signals similar to the action described 
in Fig. in. 

It is an open and much mooted question 
which of the two systems described above 
is the better for signal work. There is 
much that could be said on both sides, but 
1 will only consider one argument on e^ch 
side. When the signal arm is moved both 
ways by the air pressure there is a much 
greater force tending to move it than when 
moved one way by gravity, so that it moves 
quicker and stronger. On the other hand 
if it fails to work it may be left either in 
the danger or the safety positions, and this 
is a bad feature, as the signar should al- 
ways show a danger signal when it shows 
wrong at all, and when it is held to 
" safety " by the air pressure, as in Fig. 
Ill, it will of course fall to " danger " if 
the air supply fails or a wire breaks. 
Gravity never takes a day off or gets full 
and if you can only get your apparatus 
hitched to it firmly, you are pretty- sure to 
move (or pay your rent.) 

Crossing safety appliances to warn the 
public of danger may be divided into three 
parts: First and best, overhead crossings; 
second, watchmen and gates; third, auto- 
matic bells to ring as train approaches. 

There is a big gap in efficiency between 
the second and third methods of protection, 
and it is with a view to filling this gap and 
placing automatic bells somewhere near 
the efficiency of gates with a watchihan to 
operate them that this device was designed. 
Normally the two arms, which together 
are twelve feet in length, arc at an angle 
of about 45 degrees to the top of the sign 
board, and the lantern- on the top shows a 
white light up and down the highway. 
When a train is approaching the crossing 
from either dirpciion the arms conic to a 
lio;;zoutaI p^sitiju pii^&l.'vtl v, iiU sign 
board, the white lights change to red, and 
a gong rings continuously auiil train has 
passed, when the gong stops and the arm 
and lights go back to their original posi- 
tion. The motion is made by means cf an 
electric motor in the signal head, con- 
trolled .by a track relay, as will be more 
fully described next month. 

The gong used with this form of signal 
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is quite a 'novelty in some respects. It is 
operated as follows: A sc^enoid similar to 
those in use in arc lamps raises up a heavy 
core about of an inch when the circuit 
breaker opens and the core falis back on 
the gong. As the strength of blow de- 
pends>uly on the weight of the falling 
core, it will make an equally hard blow 
with 3 cells as with 15 cells. The only 
difference being in the speed with which 
the blows are struck on the gong. Con- 
sequently the bell is not likely to get oat 
of adjustment, which is an important 
thing in a case where the failure of the 
signal to work may mean the loss of life.

and cajntal can ever be permanently set-' 
tied.

reasonably short time, ase cs fev/ c.-^rs as 
they sci. fit, pLwpie la like .stiiuines 

in a can, charge what they see fit, kill as 
miiijy people as is necessary with so few 
cars and high speed; while the people who 
have to put up vrith thess things and ps.y 
their money to enrich the company have, 
nothing to say as to rnlps and regulations 
governing such a corporation. 

There are places where the street rail- 
way companies are not so much privileged 
as in Detroit and it is hopeful that iu the 



near fatnre we will have some advance- 
ment in the regulation of this aSair. 

As neMr as I can ascertain, the number 
killed by the street cars here this year is 
twenty-five, besides the serious iujuries 
that have not ended in death. 

Some of my readers may think I arc 
drifting from the subject of economics, 
but it seems to me the example I have 
cited is strictly the result of our economic 
policy or political economy. 

Sincerely hoping that wc will reach the 
time when we may enjoy the benefits re- 
sulting from civilization ' the same as the 
man of money and that we will get value 
rficeivprf 5" proportion to what we produce, 
and that the subject cf the production and 
distribution of wealth, 'the means and 
methods of living well, for the state, the 
family and the individual, will receive due 
attention from the Electrical Worker and 
brothers in general. 

There is much more that I wonld like to 
mention on this subject, but for lack of

Editor j^iecirical Worker: 

In the pamphlet containing the pro- 
ceedings of the Pittsburg Convention, and 
in circular sent to the unions calling for 
referendum vote, St. Louis was not men- 
tioned as a candidate for the next Conven- 
tion, although placed in nomination by the 
St. Louis delegation. This omission, how- 
ever, was corrected in the last Worker, and 
if any unions bad voted on place for hold- 
ing next Convention without knowing that 
St. Louis was in the field, they can change 
tlisir vole if they so desire. No. i has 
issued the following circular telling why 
the nest Convention should be held in St. 
Louis: 

To oar Sister Unions, Greeting: 

' KX. our 6th biennial Com'euliou, recently 
held in Pittsburg, the St. Louis delegation 
placed in nomination, as place for holding 
• the next Convention, the city of St. Louis. 
As the referendum vole on this question 
vnW soon be taker, we desire to call yotu 
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attention to the nwiny advantages offered 
by St. *» ft convention city. 

1st, Location — St. Lonis is the most cen- 
trally located . large city in the United 
States. While geographically it is consid- 
erably ewt of the center, the next census 
•will place it very near the center of popu- 
lation. Our locals can be represented in 
St. Louis with smaller average mileage 
than in any other city. 

2d, Railroeds— St. I^is is the terminus 
of 27 competing railroads. This fact al- 
ways sMures low rates to St. Louts. 

3d, A Convention City— There are more 
conventioM held in St. Louis than in any 
other city in the United dtates— from the 
great conventions of poUtical parlies down 
to the smallest social gatherings, and all 
leave St. Louis convinced that it is the 
best convention city in the country. 

4th, Publicity— The great St. Louis dai- 
lies are always friendly to labor organiza- 
tions, aod give special attention to conven- 
tions. St. Louis i* on an equality with 
Mew York and Chicago as a news-gather- 
ing and distributing center for the Associ- 
ated Press, which assures the greatest pos- 
sible publicity to the Convention. This 
point should not be overlooked. How 
much did you find in your local papers 
about our last two conventions? 

5th, Our Anniversary— 1901 vrill be the 
joVh anniversary of the founding of the 
Brotherhood. What could be more fitting 
and logical than that the event should be 
celebrated in the city where the Brother- 
hood was organized. In the fall of 1891 
four delegates, representing unions in Chi- 
cago, Toledo, Indianapolis end Evansville, 
metin St. Louis on invitation of Wiremen 
and Linemen's Union No. 5221, A. F. of 
L. This w«s the humble beginning of the 
N. B. E. W. of A. Since then the city in 
whitab the Brotherhood mts organized has 
never had the pleasure of entertaining the 
delegates. The St. Louis Union now ex- 
tends an invitation to the>Jocals, and prom- 
ises them, that if they decide to hold the 
next- Convention in St. Louis, the dele- 
gates will be royally entertained, and the 
loth 'anniversary of the Brotherhood cele- 
brated in ft manner that will do credit to 
the grand organization that bad its hum- 
ble origin in St. I<ouis ten years ago. 

No. I voted in favor of 11 of the pro- 
posed amendments and against 10 of them. 

Business has been good in St. Louis this 
fall, but the usual *inter dullness will 
soon set in. 

No. I gave its tenth annual ball on Nov. 
i8th, and like all previous balls given by 
No.. I, was a social and financial success. 
Much credit is due the committee that had 
the ball in charge, and particularly to the 
chairman, Bro. S. M. Keeble, who worked 
like a Trojan to make the ball a success.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 28. 1899. 

Editor Electrical Worker: 

I take thischHHCe of a Jittle time to drop 
a line to the brothers. I jviEt returned 
from Manila and TaiwiP on the ■syd. I 
went across the pond ss electrician on the 
U. S. transport Belgian King. Had a very 
fine trip and saw Manila, willi all its queer 
ways and stinks. The PliilTppinr s !iiay be 
all ri.ght for the natives, but i'.'s a poor 
p'ace foi a white man. Oiis is the whole 
thing and he has no Ub: fui anyone who 
has a riiind of his own. He will not hire 
anyone but natives on the nios-quilo fleet 
and the engineers .nnd crew dona'.e a por- 



tion of their pay to Aggie's vmy- '^^ ^ 
open the United States as a dumping 
ground for Philippane-Americaacs, God 
help the poor slave already here. A native 
wears next to nothing and can liye on two 
cents worth of rice a day and about -three 
cents worth of fish (which he calches him- 
self). I hope they will be left to go.vern 
themselves; we want none of them. I saw 
Brother Harry Lempkie on the transport 
Aztec. He was looking fat, tough and 
sassy. We took over 845 soldiers and offi- 
cers without ft mishap. We left Manila 
Oct. 95 for Frisco by way of Nagasaki,' 
Japan, where the Japs loaded on 1600 tons 
of coel by hand, in small baskets, passing 
it up the side of the ship. Six gangs of 
Japs or abobt 300 of them put the coal on 
in 20 hours, for which they receive, girls 
and women, 25 cents a day AHiericaa; the 
men, 40 cents a day in our money, very 
much the best wsiges paid there. In the 
factories in Japan I was informed the 
average girl's w>£es is five cents a day, 
gold, and after paying thdr board have 

two cents a day left. What a h of a 

time they must have blowing it in. • Just 
imagine an American factory girl going 
down Main street in Rochester with her 12 
cents on Saturday night to do her shop- 
ping, and if we let the Japs emrgrate to 
these shores, that's just what we may see 
some day. The fact cannot be denied that 
the Japs are driving the white man off: the 
ranches in California and the house ser- 
vant also is being replaced by Japs. Japan 
is certainly the most beautiful country on 
the globe, one mass of flowers and fruits, 
the hills are terfficed to the top. Every 
available foot of ground is used for some- 
thing. We left Nagasaki on Nov. 3rd at 
daylight, it was a holiday for tlvem, Emr 
peror's birthday, I believe, and every junk, 
prow and sampan was beflagged with .=ilt 
and banners. One cao' hire a jinrichi§ha 
for 20 cents a day and be drawn all over 
the city at a lively gait. After leaving 
Nagasaki we passed through the Inlafld 
Sea, stopping in Kobe all night. We were 
hove to eight hours in a 4S hour blow 
about 2000 miles out and had the after 
cabins smashed in by heavy seas' which 
swept the decks and made lalies of water 
in your scribe's stateroom. Arrived all 
safe after a trip of two months and 10 
days. I am going to Hong Kong next 
trip.

Gale, 
fresh from the convention, was received 
with more enthusiasm than one of the 
heroes from Manila. His election to the 
first vice-presidency is certainly a credit to 
that grand body; as an untiring worker, 
he has but few equals and I can say with- 
out the least hesitancy, that you will find 
him one of the coolest and most courageous 
of o£5cers. Bro. Crepes is again with us 
and says that & year and a half's lighting 
in the Philippines has cured him of the 
foolish thought of adventure.

A resolution was 
adopted to the effect that iso anion man 
should work on the building being erected * 
by Posner Bros, under the present con- 
tractor. 

The Federation of Labor endorsed our 
resolution declaring them unfair, and ten 
thousand extra copies of the Labor Advo- 
cate were printed, giving a complete his- 
tory of the case, of which the following is 
a snmniary : 

When the new building of Posner Bros, 
was projected, Mr. Posner wailed 
upon by a committee several times, urging 
him to employ only union men upon the 
building. He directed his clerk to com- 
munirate with the a.rcliitect and have the 
. specifications include a provision that only 
members of organized labor should be em- 
ployed. Posner claims that he could not 
get bids while that provisiot: was included, 
and it was struck out. The contractors 
denied that such was the case. 
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A contract was dirawn ap agreeing that 
the men would not strike for higher wages 
daring the construction of the building if 
the provision requiring union men was in- 
cluded in the specifications. Posner re- 
fused to sign it, but agreed to it verbally, 
saying, " It is UMless to ask me to sign 
an agreement of any kind. I propose to 
employ none bat union men throughout 
this building, and my word is as good as 
my bond." 

As.it turned out, scabs are doing the 
wiring in this building, and we have taken 
this way of showing Posner and prospec- 
tive builders that the patronage of the 
thirty thousand organized workmen of this 
city, their families and sympathizers, is 
worth catering to. Thousands of dodgers 
have been printed and distributed, with 
many more to come. 

Enclosed yoa will find a copy of the 
resolutions adopted in memory of Bro.

ers. The occasion was the seventh annual 
ball of the local branch of llial orgaiiize- 
tion. 



Every inch of space in the hall was util- 
j7.ed by the dancers, there being between 
four and five hundred couples ou the floor 
daring the evening. There were 26 num- 
bers on the programme, and it was long ' 
after midnight before the strains of the 
last waltz, "My Old New Hampshire 
Home," were played out. 

In white light over the main entrance to 
the hall were the letters, " N. B. E. W.," 
the initial letters of the organization. 
One of the handsomest pieces in the elec- 
trical display in the interior of the hall 
represented the emblem of the order.

iDear sir, I sigain wish to forward a few 
remarks to the journal, probably •for the 
last time, for ere tins ai^iears in the col- 
umns of the Worker oor semi-annual elec- 
tions will have taken place, and in all 
probability the sigsature of my successor 
will be attached to the next letter appear- 
ing in your paper. Now, as it is my last 
opportunity, I bethought me I could not 
devote it any better than by saying a few 
words upon organised labor. I fully un- 
derstand that it is rather a profoi^d ques- 
tion for a writer of my type to handle, but 
I shall not attempt to discuss- the difficul- 
ties it meets in the balls of legislation, or 
at the hands of emperors or kings, but only 
the minor troubles it meets among the 
workingmen. The correspondent of our 
sister local. No. 41, aptly remarked some 
time ago, that a man who did not affiliate 
with his craftsmen, as a rule there was 
generally somethip£ wrong with his brain. 
Now, as a rule, that does hold good; but 
yon knssw there are exceptions to all rules. 
In my own experience I have occasionally 
met very intellif^ent and brilliant-minded 
men who hold aloof from us for reasons 
best known to themselves. There are oth- 
ers who will offer a thousand and one ex- 
cuses why they fail to associate with us. 
But when you consider the disingenuous 
pleas of those men you find them invaria- 
bly destitute of all those human sympathies 
which bind men to men, and their selfish 
propensities predominate to such an extent 
that they desire to live within the narrow 
circle of their own lives, and they flatter 
themselves with the idea that when they 
pass from this earthly sphere the great 
train of progress will apply the break and 
remain perfectly motionless for the re- 
mainder of time. Now, we all know that 
this is an erroneous idea, as many a great 
man has passed from his earthly career 
and the world has succeeded in getting 
along without him. And then, now and 
again we will meet with one who will tell 



yoa plairiy he don't inteiid to join those 
crcnks and anarchists, and 1 happenid to 
meet one of them the other day. Well, at 
fiibt 1 le&ily did not know what he meant 
by cranks and anarchisis. so I tooV the 
TOius tc look it up in my new Kunter & 
Morris Dictionary, and I discovered they 
gave the deSnition.of a crank as an arm at 
right angle to an axis, by which ciotion is 
imparted thereto or received therefrom. 
Buc I also found that those gentlemen, in 
their ccpiuu3 researches of the E:iglish 
laD,guage, discovered another kind of a 
crank, which they define as a perscq whose 
mental faculties have been wrongly twisted 
or bent in one pcnicBlar respect, which in 
all probability is the one to which our op- 
ponents allude. Now I looted up the 
word anarchist, and found the meaning of 
it to be one who plots or effects the over- 
throw of legitimate government. 'Wejl, I 
really felt sorry for a man whose mind was 
so benighted as to imagine that a trades- 
unionist was a person iir ho lay upon a sleep- 
less bed at night with two or three dyna- 
mite bombs under his pillow ready to cast 
them at the first capitalist he saw. So I 
thought I would look up = little quotation 
or something and try to prove to him that 
such was not the case, and instead of refer- 
ring to Macaulay or Bancroft, or some oth- 
er great historian, I decided to take anoth- 
er quotation from Hunter & Morris, and I 
looked up the meauing of trade-uaion and 
found they defined it in the following man- 
ner: " Trade Uniou — An organized body 
of workiagmeu in any trade, manufacture 
or industrial occupation, associated for the 
promotion of tlieir common interest." 
Specific aim." may vary ::i different anions, 
but the following e^jtract from the rules 
of the Amalgamated Society of Engineers, 
one of the most powerful trade unions in 
England, will give a fair idea of their gen- 
eral objects: " The society shall be a trade 
society, aud the objects for which it is es- 
tablished are: By the provision and distri- 
bution of funds, and by other means here- 
after mentioned, on the conditions set 
forth in these rules, to regulate the condi- 
tions of labor in the trade included in the' 
society, and the relatious of its laembers 
with tbeui; to promote the general and 
material welfare of its mesabets: to assist 
them when out of work and in distressed 
circumstances; to support them in case of 
sickness, accident, superannuation, and loss 
of tools by Sra; to provide for their burial 
an>l Ihc l/vuiu'i of ta^i. Ai>cs', auil to aid 
other trade societies having for their ob- 
jects, or one of th'^m, the promotion of the 
interest -of workmen." 

Now, it seeds no extensive or exl'.aust- 
ive argument to prove thut those meu have 
laboTcrd with all their learning to give a 
plain and simple exp!£.Rati9n of the word, 
and it is easily seen by the thinking mind 
tliat the imagination of those men who 
condemn us as cranks and anarchists are 



but idle dreams; for, far be it from oar'iii- ' 
tention to pull down and destroy the gov- 
ernments which men have lai>OTed to build ' 
up from the beginnihg of time, and to sub- 
stitute in their stead some frail form Con- 
ceived in the moment of excitetn«it, and 
which would be easily wrecked upon . 
the unstable sea oi human opinion. But 
our ambition is to add another gem to the " 
diadem which encircles the head of the 
fair Goddess of Liberty; to elevat« the' 
workiogman above the level of the slave, . 
and to help smooth the pathway of the 
next generation and of the people yet ua- ' 
bom. 

So, therefore, let ns continue oii with 
our good work; let our deeds shine with dia- 
mond brilliancy when contrasted with 
those of our opponents, for they remind 
me very forcibly of a fable I once read 
wbeu a boy, from that old book of Msop's 
Fables, and if my memory serves me well 
I will try to relate it. It stated that once 
«f>on a time the owls, b&ts and other noc- 
turnal animals of the forest decided to hold ' 
a grand convention for the purpose of dis- 
persing the sun, and they succeeded in 
collecting such a vast audiet>ce that they ' 
felt sure their efforts would be crowned 
with success, so they began to abiise and 
upbraid his majesty, the sun, in' a Very 
sarcastic manner. But as the momitig ap- 
proached and that great planet began to 
sefiect its rays into the eastern heavens, 
they became alarmed and fled away in ter- 
ror to their dark catacombs, lest it should 
concentrate its rays upon them and deprive 
them altogether of their already imperfect 
vision. Bat to their surprise and astonish- 
ment they found that his majesty a'ros6 " 
end continued along his well-beaten path- 
way as usual, without paying the least at- 
tention to them. So also let us cast our ' 
rays of brilliancy into the dawn of , the 
twentieth century *ad disperse those birds 
of ill omen. ■ And as our Brotherhood row 
knows no geographical bounds, but encir- 
cles' the earth, let us all condescend to put , 
on the armor of justice and the helmet of 
brotherly love, and protected bythe shield 
of experience, go forth and spread tbb mis- 
sion of our Brotherhood from zone to zone, 
from pole to pole, denying to no man those 
privileges we now enjoy, or those we seek 
to obtain. Wishing you all the compli- 
ments of the season, I remain.

Local Union No. 49. . 

Chicago, Dec. 10, iSgg. 
Editor Electrical Worker : 

To be compelled to work 365 days in the 
year without any rest is a hard task for a 
laborer. The trimmers of the city of Chi- 
cago have no rest. They work on Sundays 
and holidays aiike, and receive nc more 
pay ior work done on Sunday than for 
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work done on any other day. Whenever 
we get a va'cation we must pay for it. If 
we lake two weeks vacation we are docked 
for two weeks when we receive our pay 
check. A movement should be made to 
induce the mayor and city council to allow 
us full time when we are given a vacation, 
just as other employees of Cook county are 
allowed full time when they take their va- 
cations. It is unfair to have men toiling as 
we have to toil, and endure what we have 
to endure, and then be so unkindly treated 
by our city. Perhaps it is because the city 
revenues are low and there is a great 
necessity for economy: but let us see what 
constant work of every day 'in the year 
means to a trimmer. We have poles to 
climb every time we adjust a carbon. In 
climbing these poles great strength is re- 
quired. The constant climbing oi ladder 
and steps has a great effect upon the mus- 
cles of the body, and the best physicians 
tells us that weak heart action is one of the 
serious results 'of such severe straiii. 
Rheuir.atism is common among us because 
of being constantly exposed to the weather. 
Bronchial troubles and asthmatic condi- 
tions are results of colds we are constantly 
contracting. It is necessary for us to pur- 
chase more shoes and rubbers than other 
city employees. This item of expense alone 
is very high during the year. Whenever 
we lose a day by sickness, we are not paid 
for that day's work. Considering these 
facts, is it not the duty of the city to give us 
more pay for our work, or give us extra 
pay for work on Sunday, and give us a va- 
cation each yeari so that rest may not be a 
stranger to us? We are (I was about to 
say) the most serviceable of all city em- 
ployees Our department of electricity is 
the most important department of the mu- 
nicipality. We. make it possible to detect 
and run down burglars. We make it pos- 
sible for citizens to see the large holes in 
OUT dilapitated and rotten sidewalks, and 
thereby prevent accidents to limb and 
body. This saves the city thousands of 
dollars in accident cases. It is not neces- 
sary to name more valuable uses of arc 
lamps, but it is sad to think that with ail 
this, should one of us get hurt or be taken 
with a severe illness, we would not be able 
to pay for medical care for more than a 
few weeks before we would become wards 
of hospitals or objects ol charity. We can- 
not get insured and properly prepared for 
the future at so little salary. We ought to 
have our salaries iiici eased, that we may 
live with some hope beyond. We should 
again petition the council and the mayor; 
we should again plead with our superin- 
tendent; we should again rally our union 
and never cease our endeavors or relax 
our efforts until our salaries are increased. 
Public opinion is with us. No citizen and 
no taxpayer who ever saw a trimmer freeze 
to the iron lamp-post when it is 20 below 
zero, or carried to the hospital when laid 



low by a shock, or trudging through the 
rain like a drov/ned rat, or swept from his 
feet by a blinding, cuuing si:ow storm, or 
racking v.ith pains of rhetimalism cou- 
tracted 00 duty, would ever object to ihe 
arc-light trimmers gelling a raise in salary.

-Oor-st'eady gain in 
membership is vtfry encouragii^ and I 
understand that the gain in membership is 
pretty general all over the country, not 
only in our own trade but in all the trades. 
Laboring men are fast awaking to the fact 
that ihey must or-ganizc or starve. It is not 
to much to say that if laboring people were . 
thoroughly organized, and well informed, 
they Would hold the weal or woe of this 
country in the hollow of their bands, so to 
speak. If they were thoroughly organized 
tbey coutd do what they wished. If they 
were well informed they would wish to do 
away with the present industrial system 
that places a premium upon the shrewd 
rascality of the few, and forces a life of 
toil and privation upon the many. Fellow 
laboringmen, it is time you began to think. 
It is time you began to realize the condi- 
tions th.it are being forced upon the work- 
ing people by organized capital. It is true 
that a number of workers have received an 



advance in wages of -ibout 10 per cent. 
10 per cent, would more than cove' the 
proportion advance workers hav? re- 
ceived, while an average of so per cent, 
would not covtr the advance in the neces- 
sities of life controlled by organized rnpi- 
tal. The indu^.trial worder stands about as 
much show against or^'anized capita! as an 
ant under the heel of a giant. The only 
hope of the laboring man at present is 
thorough organization. Even thorough or- 
ganiTiat'On will not be an idea! state, but it 
is a long step that the ialx)rer must take 
ere he can reach the ideal state, which is 
economic freedom. With all the laboring 
fMople of this coisntry organized and work- 
ing as one, they might dtmatid whiaf they 
would and no one wouk! dare say them nay. 
Even with the imperfect crganizatior. we 
have at present, we have demanded and re- 
ceived 'consideration from the capitalist 
crowd, but not what we are entitled to by 
any menns. At •prsssnt the moneyed class 
law us out of our rights; they buy our leg- 
islative bodies, and our judge^. 

Our legislative bodies make laws and our 
judges break them, and between the two, 
controlled as they are by-many, the labor- 
ing man is ground f-xceedingiy fine, al- 
though he furnishes the powerto keep them 
grinding. If we were thoroughly organ- 
ized, sc when the gnats did us an injury we 
could brush ihein aside, they would soon 
sing another tune. Our organizations, 
weak as they are-, have given money-bags 
a severe (right already. That is why they 
are trying to fasten the octopus of a large 
army upon the country, they 'do not need 
the so-called recent acqusitions one-hun- 
dreth part as bad as they need an excuse 
for a large standing a#my, so somebody's 
sons can have fat jobs murdering the work- 
ing man into submitting to starvation 
wages. There, my_feliow laborers, is the 
real significance of the colonial policy now 
beini; inaugurated by the adniitiistration. 

They think to hoodwink the pnt-rintic 
suckers, as to ttie real reason for which 
they want a large standing- arniy, which is 
■ to govern the people at home not the col- 
onies, and the suckers bife of course. 
Some of them go inii fight for the piuios, 
desires, and toe rest stay at home and 
fight the wolf fror.i their door and pay the 
cost of the war, and then all vote for the 
system that causes this shameful state of 
affairs.

BtBCVZtlCZTY IN TUB WASHIiHSTON 
FOST-OFrXCS. 

Electricity will play an important part 
in the operation of the new city post-office 
which the government has just erected in 
Washington. D. C, at ths cost of -several 
million dollars. In fact, in this modern 
building, electricity is called to play an 
almost exclusive part, both in lighting and 
ventilation. 

The engine equipment consists of four 
Buckeye horizoiual tandem-compound en- 
gines, supplied with s-icam through eight- 
inch and lo-inch dupHcale steam mains, 
'pro-irided with combined receiver and 
steam separators, delivering steam at 
about 100 pounds pressure. The engines 
turn at about 273 revolutions a, minute, de- 
velo-ping 150 horse pc-.ver each, or a total 
of 600 horse power. TUcy are connected 
directly to the shafts of four loo-kilowatt 
Thresher generators, each having capacity 
for 2,000 16 caudle power incandet>cent 



lamps. Both engines and generators, how- 
ever, are calculated for an m-ertoad^.of at 
least 25 per cent, fw a period -of .SjSM^l . 
hours, if called upon by any eme^encv.^ 

' The switchboard is of marble and«oti- 
tains a very complete outfit of instrutnentsT, 
switches and rheostats. On each • floor 
smaller distribution tablets control groups 
of lights. 

Throughout the building the ventilating 
fans are to be driven by motors operated 
by the current furnished by -the plant, 
while the canceling machines, eacb«apable ' 
oi canoeling from 20,000 to zs,ooo letters, 
an hour, are also electrically operated.' 
There are at present seven of thesis ma 
chines in operation in the building. 

Three electric elevators, designed to be 
operated variously from the second to the 
ninth-ftoors, will also obtain their cnrrent 
from the plant. The melting of the large 
quantities of sealing wax used in the 
registry and other departments will also be 
performed by some satisfactory form Of 
electric heater. The wiring of the build- 
ing is run in steel conduits, buried in the 
floors or 4:oncealed in the walls of the' 
building, and there has lieen .used over 
200,000 feet of conduits for this purpose^ 

The combination gas and electric-light 
fixtures in the building are by far the 
handsomest furnished any public building 
in the country, being specially designed to 
accord with the architectural features of 
the building. The handsome main 'screen 
in the first-floor corridor contains loi 
three-light opalescent bulbeyes to assist in 
the illumination of the public corridor.
